To Find Out ip en Fact There is 


MR.CLEVELAND AND THE NOMINATION 


another Story Started That He is Preparing 
a Letter of Declination of the 
Nomination—Other Gossip. 


Wasntnoton, April 2.—[Special.]—There is 
any amount of discussion in all classes of of- 
ficial circles upon the question of the presi- 
dent’s reputed letter of declination, which, 
ft is alleged, 1s already in type at the gov- 
ernment printing office. If the testimony of 
the witness who on Saturday was asked the 
question by Representative Cumming relative 
to the printing of private matter at the govern- 
ment printing oftice, as to whether or not there 


was at that time a letter in type declining the 


nomination for the presidency. What gives 
color to the statement is that the witness, in 
answering the question, explained that if such 
a letter had been printed it was a confidential 
matter, and he, as an employe of the office, 
could not give publicity to it. This is all 
there is upon which to predicate the possible 
belief that such a letter has been written and 
will, at the proper time. be made public. It 
has naturally caused a great deal of excite- 


* ment and comment. 


In the estimation of a great}many, the con- 
struction is placed upon the witness’ reply to 
mean that such a letter has actually been writ- 
ten. Unon the other hand there is a much 
larger percentage of public men who do not 
believe such a letter has or will be written. 
President Cleveland has not, at the present 
time, any political friend in particular with 
whom he has or would @alk upon this subject 
and all thereistoit at the present time is 
purely of a speeulative nature, though no one 
may be surprised if the president does, within 
the next thirty days, give utterance in a letter 
peremptorily declining a renomination. 

THE TARIFF BILL REPORTED. 

Chairman Mills reported the tariff bill to the 
house today, and Mr. McMillen stated imme- 
diately after the report was made that it was 
the intention of the ways and means commit- 
tee to call it up for consideration two weeks 
from tomorrow. The committee claim that 
they see a good prospect of passing the Dill, 
but Mr. Randall and other democrats who 
stand on the Chicago platform of 1884, will 
have something to say about this, and unless 
suitable amendments are made the prospect a 
few weeks hence will not be quite so good. 
However, many believe that the 
more conservative members of the 
ways and means committee will agree 
to sufticient amendments to satisfy the demo- 
crats of the Chicago platform stamp, and enact 
tariff legislation during this session. It is re- 
ported that at least half the members of the 
house will speak upon the tariff bill when the 
matter comes up for consideration. For weeks 
members have had their names enrolled on a 
list kept by the speaker, and already it con- 
tains seventy names of members who will 
speak on the bill, and who will be recognized 
in the order named on Mr. Carlisle’s list.

STEVENSON FOR VICE-PRESIDENT. 

Of late there has been a decided feeling ex- 
pressed among members of the house in favor 
of First Assistant Postmaster General Steven- 
son for the vice-presidential place on the next 
democratic ticket. Some few members go so 
far as to express the belief that with him on 
the ticket Llinois will go democratic. 

Postmaster General Dickinson, who has 
been prominently mentioned as a‘good man for 
the vacant chief justiceship, has informed his 
fricnds at Detroit and other places that his 
only ambition just now is to make a good post- 
master general, and that he would not accept 
the position of chief justice, were it tendered 
bim. 

WHY CRAIN’S RESOLTTION FAILED. 

The defeat of Mr. Crain’s resolution today 
changing the date of the convening of congress, 
can be attributed more particularly to the fact 
that a majority of members thought it would 
effect the present congress, and thereby lessen 
the time of closing. Mr. Crain’s 
former resolution, which was defeated some 
days ago, which extended the time from the 
4th of March to the 31st of April, it received a 
much larger number of votes than the resolu- 
tion voted upon today. This is taken to mean 
that the representatives were more interested 
in their political longevity than anything else, 
as that was the only important objection urged 
against the passage of the resolution. How- 
ever, the clause extending the presidential 
term from the 4th of March until the 3lst of 
April naturally found objection upon the re- 
publican side, because it would, if ratified by 
the state legislatures, apply particularly to the 
present administration of Mr. Cleveland.

Changing the Time for the Annual Meeting 
of Congress Defeated. 

WASHINGTON, April 2.—In the house, among 
the bills introduced and referred under the call 
of states, were the following: 

By Mr. McClammy, of North Carolna, to 
reward the discovery of a remedy and cure for 
the hog eholera. 

by Mr. Houk, of Tennessee, authorizing the 
construction of a bridge across the Tennessee 
river at Knoxville. 

By Mr. Sowden, of Pennsylvania, a resoln- 
tion calling on the postmaster-general for in- 
formation as to whether instructions have 
in regard to rates of pos- 
tage seeds, lants, bulbs and 
printed circulars rom Canada, and 
whether existing laws and treaties give any 
advantage to Canadian citizens over citizens 
of the United States engaged in similar busi- 
ness. 

Mr. Crain, of Texas, moved to suspend the 
rules and put upon its passage his joint resolu- 
tion proposing a constitutional amendment

changing the time for the annual meeting of 


congress. <A long debate followed, and at its 
conclusion, a motion to suspend the rules and 
pasa the resolution was defeated—yeas 80; 
nays 154. 

Mr. Randall, from the committee on rules, 
reported the resolution designating certain 
days and evening sessions for the considera- 
tion of measures to call up by certain commit- 
tees, in some cases}particularizing bills to be 
considered. 

Mr. Oates moved to strike out the clause 
which gives tomorrow and Wednesday to the 
committee on judiciary providing that the first 
bill to be disposed of shall be the senate direct 
tax bill. He was, he said, unalterably opposed 
to that measure, but his motion was predicated 
upon the idea that it was not quite fair or re- 
spectful to the committee. 

Mr. Blount favored the motion to strike 
out. The action of the committee on 
rules im determining the order ~ in 
which bills reported by the 
judiciary committec should be taken up was 
entirely unprecedented, It wasan abuse for 
the committee on rules to force upon the house 
a measure which was impelled by no expendi- 
ture except that of taking $16,000,000 from the 
treasury. 

Mr. Randall said the committee on rules put 
the provision in the resolution so as to enable 
the house to decide whether it desired to con- 
sider the bill. 

The motion to strike out was lost—yeas 70, 
nays 161. 

Mr. Randal moved to reconsider and moved 
to lay that motion upon the table. 

Mr. Oates demanded thé yeas and nays, and 
the motion to table was carried—yeas 169, 
nays 38. 

Opponents of the direct tax bill then resorted 
to dilatory tactics until fimally Mr. Randall 
moved to suspend the rules and adopt the res- 
olution. This was agreed to—yeas 155, nays 44. 

The resolution makes the following assign- 
ments: April 3 and 4, judiciary committee ; 
senate direct tax bil) to be first disposed of, 
April 5 and 7, committee on commerce. 
April 10, Pacific railroad committee. April 11, 
committée on territories, April 12, committee 
on public lands. May 12, committee on agri- 
culture. May i5and June 19, committee on 
public buildings. April 3 and 5 night sessions. 
Comuuittee on military affairs, April 9, night 
session, debate on the bill to amend the Thur- 
man act. April 10 and 12, night sessions, com- 
mittee on territories. April 11, night session, 
foreign affairs committee. 

All these assignments are made subject to 
the revenue and appropriation bills. 

The house adjourned.

them from the outside, bored through the 
walls of the jail, making their escape. The 
greater number were confined for forgery and 
burglary.

An Outbreak of Measles.

Against the Terms of the Tariff 
Bill. ' 


THEY EXPLAIN THEIR OBJECTIONS 
And Say They Were Not Given a Chance to 
Oppose It in Committee--Discussion 
of the Changes Maile. 


Wasrineton, April 2.—The minority re- 
port of the ways and means committee on the 
tariff bill was drawn by Mr. McKinley, of 
Ohio. There was but one manuscript copy of 
it, and that was hurried off tothe printer 
without giving the newspaper men an oppor- 
tunity to scan it; but tonight proofs have been 
furnished to the public. It is 7,000 or 8,000 
words long. Its opening paragraphs are as 
follows: 

The extraordinary manner in which tbis Dill 
came to the committee and the total lack of consid- 
eration givefi to so grave a measure by those 
charged with its investigation, requires notice and 
comment, It was fashioned outside the committee 
and reached it, not by reference of the house, which 
is the usual channel through which committees 
obtain jurisdiction of asubject. It was presented 
ready made by the chairman ‘of the committee, and 
was framed, completed and pushed without the 
knowledge of the minority, and without consider- 
ation or discussion in the full committee. 
If any consultations were held the minority 
were exciuded. Thus organizing alter three months 
of the session had gone, it was submitted to the 
committee. Since there has been no consideration 
of it. Every efforton the pirt of the minority to 
obtain from the majority any information —— 
which they constructed the bil], proved unavailing, 
A resolution to rcfer the bill to the secretary of the 
treasury for a statement of its probably effect upon 
revenue, together with a statistical abstract, which 
would facilitate its consideration by the committee 
andthe house wes voted down by aStrict party 
vote. The industries of the country, 
located in — section of the union, 
representing vast interests closely related to the 
prosperity of the country, touching practically 
every fireside and Home in the land, and which 
were to be affected’by the bill, were denied a hear- 
ing, and the majority shut the doors of the commit- 
tee against all examinations of producers, con- 
sumers aud experts, whose testimony might have 
enlightened the committee. Farmers, whose in- 
vestments and products were to be disastrously 
dealt with, were denied an opportunity to address 
the committee. Workingmen of the cotintry, whose 
wages were at stake, were denied an audience. 
Representatives on the floor of the house were 
not pereneees to voice the wants of their 
constituents. But as the bill is avowedly 
the special views of the president and his party asso- 
ciates and with the president's free trade mcssage,

it may account for, but will not justify this extraor- 
dinary course of procedure. 

The minority presented without avail in the com- 
mittee, and now announce it to the house, as they 
fecl constrained to do, accept the issue tendered by 
the bill, accompanied with some of their reasons for 
opposing it, and make their —— from the people’s 
servants to the people themselves.

vide against evilsin the future. They must now 
act or make pubiic confession of failure. 
The minority regard this bill not as a 

wevenue reduction measure, butasa direct attempt 
to fasten upon this country the British policy of 
free foreign trade. So viewing it, the sense of ob- 
ligation to the people, and especially the yore 
people, employed in manufacturing an 
agriculture in all sections of our com- 
mon country impel them to~ resist it 
with all their power. They will assist 
the majority in every offort to reduce the redundant 
income of the government in a direct and practica- 
ble way, but every cffort at fiscal je n which 
will destroy or en ‘eeble our indust rd mate- 
rial development, or tend to reduce otr labor to the 
standard of other countries, will be met with per- 
sistent opposition.

CuicaGo, April 2.—Cases of assault upon 
men who have taken the places of the strikers 
on the various railroads in the city are becom- 
ing numerous. Two men, one of whom was a 
special policeman, were taken to the hospital 
last ae so badly injured that they will 
probably die. Coupling pins were the weapons 
used in both cases.-No notice is taken of 
small riots which result only in bruises or 
minor fractures. Theyare of constant occur- 
rence. A westbound passenger train on the 
St. Paul road was +r stopped shortly 
after midnight by the engine — being 
derailed by a . misplaced switch. A 
broken rail was discovered at Kenzie street, 
apparently the work of — The situation 
is being used to advantage by sharp rascals, 
who obtain pn pe bey in the place of the 
strikers and sell out to the strikers.

MURDER IN A CLUB ROOM. 


A Horrible Tragedy in Missouri—A Bar- 
keeper's Revenge. 

MALDEN, Mo., April 2.—[Special.]—One of 
the most horrible tragedies that ever occurred 
in this county was enacted tonight at 7:30 
o'clock. ~There is a social club room here, in 
which the gentlemen of the town assemble to 
pass away the evening. 

T. J. Rice, ex-saloonkeeper, was one of the 
habitues, and at the time stated he went to the 
club room, and there found R. H. McHaney, 
who employed Riceas a barkeeper. On enter- 
ing the room Rice remarked to McHaney: 

“TI have taken more abuse today than I ever 
took from any man,” and commenced shooting 
at McHaney. The first shot hit him in the 
head, marking the scalp. The next shot took 
effect in the back between the shoulders. The 
last shot entered just above the left hip, com- 
ing out &t the small of the back. Rice then 
ran to the back steps and down them, and 
about ong block distant turned his deadly pis- 
tol on himself and shot himself through the 
head, Haney is still alive, and hopes are 
entertained of his recovery by his attending 
physician. Rice is a single man, and has been 
for some time considered a dangerous man. 


THE ALABAMA FLOODS. 


Great Disaster Caused by the Spread of the 
Waters. 

Montaomery, Ala., April 2.—[{Special.]— 
Mr. Charles L. Wilkinson was here today, re- 
turning from Elba, in the southern portion of 
the staie, The high waters have reached the 
low water country, and Mr. Wilson has been 
water-bound and detained several days by the 
floods. He telis a tale of woe about 
the effects of. the freshet in the 
lower country. Elba, for the first 
time in its history was flooded by the overflow 
of the Pea river, and water was deep enough 
in the public square to swim a horse. The 
people were panic stricken and fled from the 
town for'safety, leaving their homes unpro- 
tected, and sought the high lands.

NORWOOD'S PRIDE. 


Dedication of The Young Men’s Christian 
Association With Imposing Ceremonies. 
An Atlanta gentleman who went to Norwood 

to take part in the ceremonies connected with 

the dedication of the new Y.M.C.A. building in 
that tlourishing little town, gives an interesting 
report of that important event. 

“There never was,”’ said he, “‘ a prouder day 
for Norwood than yesterday, when the new 
house of the Young Men’s Christian associa- 
tion was formally dedicated. The progressive 
citizens of this place one year ago began to in- 
terest themselves in the Young Men's Chris- 
tian fassociation of the town. A few business 
men thought 4 building would bea practical 
thing for that place. Others thought it 
purely visionary.

Mr. Haralson read this statement last night 
and says it is « fair statement. He sagdi fur- 
ther: 

“Fry just wanted to back out of the trade. 
I believe I beat him on his own proposition 
and he just intended to jew out ofit. I 
thought the best way to make him keep his 
word was to take the watch. But this thing 
is an outrage. I was arrested in my office for 
larceny—just think of that, Its a disgrace 
that such a thing should happen in Atlanta.”’

GOULD TO BENNETT 


The Corsair Takes His Turn at 
Calling Names. 


He Doesn't Seem to Care a Continental How 
Hard He Hits Nither—He Rakes Upa 
Few Scandals for Ammunition, 


From the New York Sun. 

There was an intimation about town ‘yester- 
day that “Jay Gould was going to say some- 
thing.” It was not quite correct. He was going 
to write something. This letter that he wrote 
was given out just before midnight: 

Nzw Yor«, March 81, 1888—To Mr. James Gordon 
Bennrtt; in Friday’s issue of the Herald you tul- 
minated what I am told is commonly called in the 
Herald office “a scream,’’ but that sercam must 
bave been charged with dynamite, as I have learned 
that as t rolled off from Macay & Bennett's cable 
direct from Paris it shook that noble structure from 
which the Herald is issucd, from basement to roof. 

Now, as in this so-called “seream’’ you have taken 
occasion to deny certain statements deliberately 
made by meas to the Now: York Herald and your- 
self, itis proper thatI reply, In the first place, I 
never stated that you were.cever a director of the 
Amerigan Cable company. It is tkue you were 
never invited to take a seat in that board, and I 
doubt if any member of it would sit in a board with- 
you, for masons that will be - apparent as I pro- 
ceed, 

What I did say was that some years ago your 
father bought a thousand shares of the stock 
of the American Telegraph @ompany, in or- 
der to make you a director; that you were 
elected and appeared in the board; that 
you demanded for the Herald lower rates 
than were yaid by other newspapers, and a .prece- 
dence over them in transmission of the news; in 
other words, you were attempting touse the corpor- 
ation of which you afe a trustee, not only for your 
personal proft and advantage, but to the injury of 
your rivals, Istated further that your demands 
were so presistent and so offecsive that the first 
opportunity your name wae dropped from the 
board, 

When I made these statemrents I had before mea 
certified copy of the retords of the American Tele- 
graph company, now Western Union,and I had 
also a memorandum made by one of your associate 
directors, who was then connected with the actual 

management. This statement proves the truth of 
what I said, and the falsity of yourdenial, This 
memorandum is. as fullows: 
MEMORANDUM. —___. 

‘Not withstanding the New York Herald has gen 
erally, during the \get twenty-three or four years, 
been gmons -ite larg»st individual newspaper pa- 


it has been, forthe greater part of that pericd, al- 
ways ready to criticize and denounce the company 
on the most flimsy pretext. These criticisms; in a- 
lesser degree, date from the retirement of James; 
Gordon Bennett, Jr., from the beard of directors of 
one of the largest telegraph companies how embrac- 
ed in the Western Union system.”’ 

‘The limited facilities of telegraph companies in 
1866 did not enable the prompt transmission of 
news reports that are now rendered toall customers, 
and often. simultaneously to a great number of in- 
dividual papers, over numerous wires; but they 
were then transmitted, as now, on the principal of 
first come, first served; and papers that were late in 
getting in thetr reports from Washington, Albany, 
aud elsewhere, had to wait their turn. 

‘The elder Bennert had been supplied a thousand 
shares of stock inthe American Telegraph compa- 
ny, 6t a price more than 20 per cent below the mar- 
ket value, and bis son elected a memter of the 
board, Hisfiist service was to demand that the 
Herald, being a large stockholder and cur largest 
customer, was entitled to, and should be awarded 

r-cetence in the transmission of special reports. 
This demand could not be acceded to, and the new 
director was a disgruntled and disagreeable asso- 
ciate in the board. When the company was ab- 
scobed by the Western Union he was not among 
those who were taken intothe Western Union board. 

“The Litterness ot the Herald has been fntensified 
since the refusal of the cable pool to allow the 
French company to renew its contract with the 
Herald for special rates at about one-half the price 
other newspapers were being charged. The re- 
newal ofthat coniract was demanded in 1583, ac- 
com; anied by a threatthatifitwas not aereed to, 
an opposition. cable would be laid, The elder Gar- 
rett bad at one time agreed to unite with Mr. Ben- 
nett in procuring a new cable, but Mr. Pender sue- 
ceeded persuading Mr. Garrett that an opposition 
cable would notpay.

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The New York Financial Chronicle in its 
weekly review of the cotton market says 
that for the week ending last Friday, the 
total receipts have reached 33,396 bales 
against 38,380 bales last week, 47,333 bales 
the previous ‘week and 73,469 bales three 


“weeks since, making the total receipts since 


the first of September, 1887, 5,094,037 bales, 
against 5,040,833 bales for the same period 


-of 1886-7, showing an increase since Sep- 


tember 1, 1887, of 53,154 bales. 

The exports for the week reach a total of 
56,033 bales, of which 37,818 were to Great 
Britain, 7,082 to France and 12,033 to the 
rest of the continent. The total sales fos 
forward delivery for the week are 731,400 
bales. For immediate delivery the total 
sales foot up this week 3,643 bales, includ- 
ing 1,700 for export, 1,943 for consumption. 

The imports into continental ports have 
been 40,000 bales. There is a decrease in 
the cotton in sight of 100,242 bales as com- 
pared with the same date of 1887, a decrease 
of 102,263 bales as compared. with the cor- 
responding date of 1886 and an increase of 
18,813 bales as compared with 1885. 

The above totals show that the old inte- 
-rior stocks have decreased during the week 
10,541 bales and are 123,669 bales more than 
at the same period last year. The receipts 
at the same towns have been 12,579 bales 
less than the same week last year, and since 
Septeniber 1 the receipts atall the tow7is 
are 20,176 bales more than 4erihe same 
time in 1886-7. -“~ ”~

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in 1886-7 were 5,135,991 bales; in 1885-6 
were 5,170,410. bales. Although the re- 
ceipts at the outports the past week were 
$3,396 bales, the actual movement from 
plantations was only 19,173 bales, the bal- 
ance being taken from the stocks at the in- 
terior towns. Last year the receipts from 
the plantations for the same week were 
3,437 bales and for 1886 they were 36,366 
bales. 

The increase in amount in sight tonight, 
as compared with last year, is 440,472 bales, 
the increase as compared with 1885-6 is 
457,152 bales and the increase over 1884-5 
is 1,060,844 bales. 

The Chronicle says that during the week 
speculation in cotton for future delivery at 
New York was quite depressed early in the 
week under review. Saturday was - lower, 
and there was aslarp decline in the early 
hours of Monday, until this crop ranged 
23 to 82 puints below the cldse on Friday. 
A small failure was then announced. Then 
a quick rally followed, ona demand to cover 
contracts, stimulated on Tuesday by an ad- 
vance ip Liverpool, which also caused some 
revival of speculative confidence among the 
bulls; but, without making a full recovery. 
the market became weak and unsettled. On 
Wednesday, with Liverpool reporting a de- 
cided advance, the opening was quite buoy- 
ant, so continuing to the second call, when 
August sold at 40 points advance on the 
lowest figure of the previous Monday. The 
demand Was @ere cheeked, and under saies 
to realize prices receded slightly. 

Friday, although - Liverpool reported a 
further and important advance, the New 
York market opened lower, partially re- 
covered, but declined again towards the 
close. The sharp decline in futures at New 
Orleans was said to be partially due to 
higher freights from that point. Cotton on 
the spot declined 1-16ce. on Saturday and 
and jc.on Monday. At the decline, busi- 
mess for export became quite brisk, and 
there was arecovery of 1-16e. on Tuesday, 
tc. on Wednesday. Short notices for 
April were generally stopped, and it was 
understood that the deliveries will be 
mostlyexported.

_. Looking for a Job. 

A standing “reward has for centuries 
awaited the man who would invent perpet- 
ual motion, soas to make it available as a 
motive power. There is a much easier way 
to make a fortune—let -seme man invent 
some process to get every man a place who 
is looking for a job. Judging the balance 
of the country by our daily experience in 
appeals for a place, by men who are out of 
employment, we judge that nearly half the 
people are looking for a job. Among the 
number so engaged we have no doubt that 
over half of them are honestly suffering for 
the want of work, and we only regret that it 
is not in our power to give all the deserving 
the employment which they seek. 

It is asad thing for a man who has the 
responsibility of not. only his own support, 
but the support of a family, to be out of em- 
ployment, and it is the duty of every good 
citizen to do all he can to give employment 
to this class. There is no doubt that the 
unemployed are frequently to blame them- 


selves, but if they make-tiistakes, and who | 
; does not, they should not be treated as 


criminals. Men who have. good positions 
are frequently to blame. for throwing them 
up to get what they consider to be better 
ones. They are nine times out of.ten de- 
ceived in the result. There is but-one way 
that a man can have success—we mean cer- 
tain success—he must work to make his em- 
ployer want to keep him and it makes no 
difference what he is receiving for pay, let 
lim save a part of it. Then when he seesa 
better opportunity for better work and bet- 
ter pay let him frankly tell his employer of 
it and give him an opportunity to do as well 

> him as he is offered. If this isnot done, 
there is at least a surety of advance else- 
where. 

Many men who are looking for a job 
don’t want to find one, unless it is a sine- 
cure. We call to mind a man who, not 
long ago, wrote a piteous appeal for any 
kind of work, saying that he was out of em- 
ployment, was well and strong, and hada fam- 
ily to support. He made such a strong case 
that the gentleman to whom the letter was 
written went out in person and succeeded in 
getting hima position to help carry plank 
on a building under way of construction. 
He was apparently very grateful for em- 
ployment. It paid him one dellar per day, 
On inquiring of the man about a week after- 
wards, it was stated by the man who hired 
him, that he worked three days and left, 
saying that the work was not the kind he 
wanted, Another fellow got off from home 
and after trying his place fora week, said 
he was homesick, and threw up his job. 

A westérn mechanic writing on this sub- 
ject, has the following to say about men 
looking for a job: 

It is bad enough for a manufacturer not to beable 
to get men when he needs them, but it is worse for 
a workman to be outof work in the face of a hard 
winter. I see men, if not every day, at least quite 
often, for whom I would gladly find work if I could. 

If you wish to know something of the lower 
depths of the valley of humiliation, reaching well 
down to the dungeon of despair, do as I have done 
before now; burn your bridges behind you and start 
oifamong strangers to look for work, atatime 
when business is just dult enough so that although 
there are but few out of work, yet everybody who 
has 2 job wants to keep it. 

Seeing nearly everybody else at work will add to 
your uneasiness and desolation, and also it will 
cause others to look upon you 28 an interloper or a 
vagabond, Men in good situations will look at-you 
with the same feeling that the pampered son of lux- 
ury looks from the window of his pleasant room out 
upon the street gamin on a cold winter's day. No 
matter what may be the cause ot your being out of 
work, the supposition is that you are in fault. 

The prisoner at the bar has the benefit of all 
doubts, an‘ his guilt must be proved, or else he is 
considered innocent. In your case you get no ben- 
ei.t of doubts; they are all against you, and you ae 
deemed to be guilty untilyou prove your innocence. 


Another source of trouble, and one that 
throws many men out of employment, is, 
the fact that as soon as times begin to get 
hard corporations that employ many men 
begin to cut down their wages, and reduce 
their force. They have the right to do this, 
and it is business pure and simple, but it is 
carried to extremes frequently, and is the 
nieans of causing bad feelings that last for 
along time, and creates friction between 
labor and capital. 

We need more men who'furnish their own 
capital and their own labor in this country. 
There is never any trouvle when this is the 
ease. We would not advise any man to 
throw up a good job and try this on a smal] 
scale, unless he has been able to save some 
money from the wages for which he has 
been working. As a rule, a young man who 
will consume all he makes, if it is only ten 
dollars per week, and not save some of it 
for a rainy day, will do the same thing if he 
gets fifty dollars per week, A man’s wants 
always grow as fast, ang-many times faster, 


than bis salary. But when a man gets 


money enough ahead to go into any kind of 
business it is better for him to do it than to 
continue to work fora salary. We yrinted 
a few days ago the experience of Mr. Dodge, 
a railroad conductor, who, while attending 
to his regular business, has been making 
careful and sensible experiments with 
chickens, and eggs, and has been so success- 
ful as to beable to make annually a thons- 
and dollars net-on a piece of land-not as 
large as the Kimball house Dilliard-room. 
He would have been foolish if he had 
thrown up his job on the railroad four years 
ago, when he commenced his experiments. 
He kept his mind at work on his problem, 
and at the same time held his railroad posi- 
tion, saving some of his money each month. 
Hewill soon be «ready to open out’ ona 
larger scale to make money easier and fast- 
er than ever before.

H. Lumpkin, resigned. 

The appointment is a most excellent one, 
and will give satisfaction to the bar of the 
state. Mr. Peeples’s former connection with 
the supreme court, in having assisted in pre- 
paring for the press the headlines and notes of 
the decisions of the court, have made him 
familiar with the work, and will enable him 
to take up the work just where his well equip- 
ped and competent predecessor leaves off. He 
is a lawyer of ability and is personally very 
popular with his associates. Heis the eldest 
son of the late Judge Cincinnatus Peeples, 
one of the brilliant lights of the bar 
of Georgia, of whom it was said that 
he had not an enemy on earth, and 
who was loved by all who knewhim. That 
Mr. Peeples will make a worthy successor of 
those who have filled the position of supreme 
court reporter, goes without saying. 

The court was orzanized in 1845 and the fol- 
lowing gentlemen have held the position in the 
order named: J. M. Kelly, T. R. R. Cobb, B.

A prize of $50 shall be given to the next 
best tilter. 

The fourcontestants making the four high- 
est scores shall be allowed tocrown the queen 
of love and beauty, and three maids of honor. 
The coronation will take placein DeGive’s 
opera house the night of May 1¢ih. After that 
ceremony is finished, ti.e party will repair to 
the ball-room ef the Kimball house, and at- 
tend the graid tournament ball. 

Tuesday night precedingthe tournament, the 
judges will have a conference to read and fa- 
miliarize themselves withjthe rules and regula- 
tions which are to govern the contests. 

At 8:30 o’clock Wednesday morning the 
tilters will parado through the city. escorted 
by the yarious military companies of the city. 
After marching to a point on Peachtree street 
the escort will return to the city, and the tilters 
will proceed to the park. The contest will be- 
gin promptly at 10 o’clock. Tuesday night 
there will be a reception and a hop given the 
visiting companies. .

Constitution: Mr. A.D, Rike and myself spent 
yesterday among our neichborstspe%r groves to learn 
the extent of damage to the pear crop from the big 
freeze of the 23dinst. After making a careful cx- 
amination of seven groves in the northern and 
western suburbs of Thomasville, and talking with 
the owners of other orchards, we voted uneani- 
mously that there would be an average crop of 
Le Conte pears, anda very large ergp of Kietter 
pears in Thomas ccuuty. It is our opinion that the 
seven groves will yield more pears than they did 
last year, that being an average crop. 

Le Conte and Kieffer pears are now, March 30th, 
the size of small plums. Atthe date of the freeze 
the largest was the size of garden peas. Other vari- 
eties of pears are somewhat injured, bnt to what 
extent cannot as yet be ascertained. We would say 
that peaches are injured 90. Japan persimmons 90, 
plums and pare to75. All tender vegetables 
are utterly destroyed.

ville boards. We did not seck positions ag 
directors in the Terminal or Danville compa- 
nies. and ouly accepted such at the recuest of 
the boards of directors as they then stood and 
at the last election it was only on account of 
our own large interest in the Terminal seeuri- 
ties that we consented to serve when scime 
of our § friends declined. We 
went south to, and do not in fact, domisate or 
control either of those properties and will de. 
cline to continue as members of the beards of 
directors of those companies in case ofa 
serious contest among the stockholders, or in 
the management, as in our opiniog it will re- 
quire the united support of all persons inter- 
ested in Terminal securities to give a reason. 
able hope of the outcome to which their share 
of the growth of the southern business entitleg 
them. We have for many years been assecia-

In addition to this public statement, Mr, 
Brice said personally to your correspondent 
that he regarded the general railroad situation 
of the country at present endangered by acom- 
bination of serious trouble. The strikes in the 
west, he said, would entail incalculable losses 
to the various lines of that section, and the 
several southern systems were suffering gieitly 
through the huitful consequences of the inte'e 
state commerce law. Under the exactions of 
that arbitrary legislation, he said, the southern 
roads were handling freights at about one-half 
cent per mile, whereas as to earn even fair 
profits they ought to get at least three-quarters 
of a cent, and under these discouraging 
circumstances Mr. Brice suggested that the 
lot of a railroad manager was not altogether a 
happy one, and if there was to be any conten- 
tion for positions ow the Terminal direetory, 
neither he nor General Thomas cared to take 
a hand in the scramble. 

With regard to the general situation in 
Wall streets he said that he saw no reasonable 
prospect for much improvement in the market 
for at least thirty days to come. He hoped 
that within that time the western troubles
